The verdict of the jury carries a 
double penalty. 
The first count for 
conspiracy is a prison sentence of 
from 2 to 14 
years. 
The second 
count for grand larceny carries a 
prison term of I to 14 years, to 
which may be added a fine not to ex 
eeed double of the value of the goods 
alleged stolen. 
The -case, against Hasty end«*d a f­ 
ter three 
days of trial. 
He 
was 
found guilty of conspiring with hi 
two >ons, Fred and W alter Hasty, 
and 
w’itji 
son-in-law, (jluud* 
Johnson, for the purpose of steal­ 
ing chickens. 
The other thm* men also face simi 
lar charges 
on a joint 
indictment 
but the state elected to try the fa t­ 
her 
first. 
The defendant, Claud« 
Johnson, turned state’s evidence, 
id 
implicated the members of the alleg­ 
ed gang. 
The jury was given the <*ase S a t­ 
urday about three o'clock and one 
ballot was taken, which returned a 
unanimous verdict of guilty on both 
counts, and less than 15 minutes was 
required for their decision. 
The defendant is now a farmer, 
and lives on the W . A. Alexander 
farm, just northwest of here. 
At 
Hie time of his arrest in August, he 
was a tenant on the Jesse A. leisure 
farm, 8 miles northwest of here.

Duncan, ex ecutive secretary of the 
board said today. 
“Tin* doors have been closed for 
teachers now in the work to become 
beneficiaries of the fund,” Duncan 
stated, “but new teachers ap p lica­ 
tions can be submitted at anytime.’’ 
“The fund has already grown 
to 
nearly $1,000,000. A few years will 
see a magnifieient fund to p rovide 
for the 'future wants of the teach­ 
ers. 
“We are buying only bonds of the 
most conservative 
characters 
in­ 
stead of the mortgages and like se­ 
curities which are slow to realism. 
“ It is 
imp erative, however 
that 
the state meet its share of the lia­ 
bility incurred by this membership 
of the fund. Were all the teachers 
of the state beginning teachers of 
the last two years, the state’s lia­ 
bility would be small, but since many 
of these teachers* have had years of 
p rior service, it means that the state 
has -not been contributing its share 
to meet the liability when the teach­ 
er retires. 
“The deficit, must be made up in 
the end by tax ation. 
This should 
not ex cite anyone for 
the 
reason 
that the p rogram to raise this diiticit 
may ex tend over thirty or 
forty 
years. 
‘‘The teachers of 
the state us 
well as the board of trustees are 
vitally interested that this p rogram 
1m* met and that the funds be p ro 
vided. 'It will require but very little 
increase in the tax rate to p rovide 
for 
this liability 
in the years to 
come.’’ 
The fund will p rovide a disability 
p ension of $500 annually for any 
teacher wtyo is p ermanently disable! 
and has p aid the p rop ortionate shart 
of his or her salary into the fun 
for ten years. 


Up to 25 years of service, 
th< 
teachers up on retirement 
may re­ 
ceive the full amount p aid into the 
fund, with four p ercent interest. 
After twenty five years of ser­ 
vice the teachers receives an allow­ 
ance or p ension up on retirement. 
After 40 
years of 
service tl\ 
teacher may retire at the full annui­ 
ty of $700. 


This full annuity is p rovided p art 
by the state and p art by the teacher 
Yearling p ayments by tlie 
tea ches 
make up sufficient cap ital to p rovide 
$300u>f the annuity while tiie state 
contributes cap ital for the $400.

mately 500,000.000,000 gallons of p e­ 
troleum lie locked in the tight em­ 
brace of a shale formation in an erea 
included 
in 
Jennings,„ Jefferson, 
S co tt, Jackson, Clark, Washington, 
Clark and Floyd counties, according 
to T. M. Kingsbury, assistant State 
geologist. 
The shale formation averages 100 
feet deep , and is generally so near 
the surface that it could be “strip 
mined’’ 
with » blasting p owder and 
team shovels on 
a large scale, 
Kingsbury said. 
It is rich in p etro­ 
leum, comp aring favorably with sim­ 
ilar dep osit» in Utah and Colorado, 
and ex ists in 
a remarkably p ure 
tate. 
Less than five p er cent of 
the entire bed is comp osed of layers 
of material not bearing oil, lie said. 
A comp rehensive study made of 
the oil shale situation in Indiana by 
John R. Reeves, of the dep artment of 
geology

s h o w s that the oil could be ex tract­ 
ed from the shale at a cost which 
would be commercially p racticable 
if conducted on a large scale. 
Con­ 
ditions are favorable for such de­ 
velop ment, according to Reeves, re­ 
mit. 
Reeves has develop ed a retort at 
MoOmington which 'may be op erated 
it slight cost above the actual labor 
involved in care of the retort. 
After 
a coal fire lias started distilling the 
shale, gas arising from the shale is 
ed ba ck under the retort and burn­ 
ed to continue the distillation.

shale averages about 11.4 
gallons of oil p er ton of shale, ac­ 
cording to Reeves.

NOTES RESOLTS 


Obtain Good Results From Two Laws 
on Importation of Children And 
Deportation of Paupers 


200 CHILDREN IN HOMES 


Board Can Deport Any Insane, Fee­ 
ble-Minded or Epileptic Person 
Who Becomes Independent

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 24 
The 
Board of State Charities is noting 
good results from two laws admin­ 
istered through its office. One lias» to 
do with the importation of dependent 
children, the other with the deporta­ 
tion of non-resident paupers 
and 
mental defectives. 
Years ago it was a common p r a c ­ 
tice of some 
Eastern 
child-caring 
agencies, particularly in New \ ork 
and Boston, to bring groups of their 
wards to family homes in the West, 
and Indiana appeared to lie a favor­ 
ite destination. It is a m atter of re­ 
cord that one organization alone sent 
an average of 20(1 children a year 
covering a |H*riod of twelve years. 
For the nio>t part, these little waits 
fitted very well in their new homes, 
poor asylum or in one of the state 
but many became wards, and, and to 
this day it is possible to find in 
a 
institution one who came to Indiana 


y e a r s ago through the activities of 
some one of these Eastern agencies. 
The legislature considered the sit­ 
uation sufficiently serious to warrant 
the passage ctf a law excluding these 
defiendent children 
from . Indiana 
unless the agency bringing them re­ 
ported their names and destination 
to the Board of Stale Charities and 
at the same time filed a bond guaran­ 
teeing the removal of the 
children 
should they become public ward**. 
The law has worked well. 
Four 
agencies filed the required bond, and 
they have now about 200 children in 
Indiana family h o m e s . All are 
on 
record"in the otlk-e of the Board of 
State Charities. They tire visited 
from time to time and a refiort of 
each visit is filed. 
The other law mentioned authoriz­ 
es the Board of State Charities 
to 
deport any insane, feeble-minded or 
epileptic person or a poor person who 
does not have legal settlement 
and 
who becomes defiendent*. 
Legal settlement is acquired by a 
yew ’s residence. The law eon tem­ 
plates that every applicant for ad ­ 
mission to a county poor asylum or 
to a state institution for n ie n t“ 1 
es -hall be accompanied by informa­ 
tion as to the length of time the ap­ 
plicant has resided in Indiana. 
If there is any question as to the 
applicant’s 
legal 
settlement, 
the 
ease must be reported to the “Board 
of State Charities for investigation. 
If his legal settlement is found to be 
in some other state, or even in an­ 
other country, the hoard is author­ 
ized to return him tb that place. The

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Football Great Year in 1923

New York, Dee. 24— Even in full 
and complete sympathy with the }>ol- 
icy of collegiate athletic heads that 
the commercial side 
of 
the 
game 
should not be stressed, it is imposs­ 
ible to set a-ide the observation that 
the outstanding feature of the 1923 
football season w-as the advance the 
game made as a profitable sport. 
Many failures suitable for general 
application in all sections of 
the 
country can be obtained from 
the 
western conference, not because that 
section ranks others in football en- 
thnsiasm, but for the reason that it is 
better organized. 
Figures for the season •'how that 
more than $3,000,000 were paid by 
alumni, students and the 
geheral 
public to see the big games of the 
Wstern 
Conference. 
Certainly 
as 
much, no doubt more, was paid to 
see the big games of the east. 
More than 200,000 
applications 
were- made for tickets to the Arnry- 
Navy game and as many would have 
been made for the Big Three classics 
if it had not been made clear four or 
five years ago Unit it was a waste of 
time and energy for the public to try 
to get tickets for those games. 
Considering that the average price 
for football tickets, when they 
can 
be bought, ranges between three and 


four dollars and contrasting 
this 
nominal sunn with the prices charged 
for tickets to the big boxing matches, 
it is not unreasonable to reach 
the 
conclusion that football is America’s 
•leading and most profitable sport. 
As long as there can lie found no 
way to prove arguments on the sub­ 
ject, it will also be questionable as to 
the rating of football, baseball and 
boxing as |>opular public sport-. 
Many followers 
of 
professional 
sports believe, however that with a 
stadium large enough to accommo­ 
date a crowd of any size, there, would 
be more spectators at any one of a 
half dozen big football games 
than 
could be attracted by a heavyweight 
championship fight or a world’s ser­ 
ies game. 
The 1923 football season proved 
that no colleges of the bigger foot­ 
ball group have a 
stadium 
large 
enough to accommodate the crowds 
that would like to see the big games. 
The experience of the athletic as­ 
sociation at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania can lie taken as an exam­ 
ple of conditions at any number of 
other institutions. 
Last year Pennsylvania opened a 
new stadium with a capacity of about 
09,090, and it was outgrown in one 
year. At the close of this past sea­ 
son it was suggested that plans be 
considered immediately to 
increase 
the seating capacity another 29,099 
or 25,999. It must 
be 
considered, 
also, that Penn did not have 
what 
could be regarded as a whale of 
a 
team.

•l)o:>ls propelled Ivy detachable mo- 
tors was issued here today by George 
•N. Mannfeld, superintendent of 
the 


fish and {fame division of the State 
conservation department. 


"The law distinctly says that it is 


unlawful to hunt waterfowl from 
motor .boats" Munnfcld said. "How- 
ever, many persons have inquired 
as to whether a row-boat with a small 
motor clamped on is a motor boat. 


'•Of course it is. However, to save 


any confusion, we have adopted this 
rule.: 


'•It is perfectly safe to cuter the 


lumfing waters in one of these mo- 
torized rowbtiats. If the <?amc war- 
den should ositsh a'mail coming out 
with birds in the boat,—that would 
mean convicted. 


Confusion over hours in which 


migratory birds may be shot is gen- 
eral ' among hunters, he said. The 
state law is more stringent than the 
federal. In Indiana, it is unlawful to 
shoot migratory birds between sun- 
sel and sunrise. The federal law al- 
lows shoofin:.; cf this class of. birds 
from one-half hour before sunrise 
until sunset.
